Contract to Build It Let Last Evening 


by the Long Creek Commissioners. 


The commissioners of Long Creek 


;owDship, Messrs, I. D. Jennings, K. F. 
McDonald and J. W. Myers, met in the 
office of the circuit clerk at the court 
louse at 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, for 
;he purpose of receiving bids for an iron 
;russ bridge of 150 feet extreme length, 
L6 feet wide in the clear, 14 feet high, and 
a carry 80 pounds to the square foot, the 
sridge to be erected over the Singamon 
river at a point three miles east of Deoa- 
;ur in Long Creek township. The com- 
missioners had no less than 12 bids and 
specifications to look over, and it was not 
until after 8 o'clock that their work was 
finished eo far as letting the contract is 
concerned. The lowest bid for doing the 
work according to the wishes of the com- 
missioners was 83,570, made by the 
Lomas Forge and Bridge Works of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, represented by F. J. P. 
Brackett, The work of building the 
Bridge will be proceeded with as soon as 
:he stone piers are completed. It is ex- 
pected that this new iron bridge will be 
ready for public use on or before the 20th 
of next January. 


The old Cow ford bridge, it will be re- 


membered, was rendered a total wreck by 
an accident which betel it while attempts 
were being made to repair it. In that 
memorable crash one man was instantly 
tilled and another man died from the 
effects of injuries received on the same 
occasion. 


Change of Time. 


A change of time in running trains on 


the Wabash and I,, B. & W. roads took

A Factory Pointer. 


There is some talk of establishing B 


complete canning factory in Decatur. 
This, concerning the Weldon factory, from 
the Maroa News, will be of interest just 
now: 
"The factory for canning all kinds 


ot garden truck, etc., etc., is yet in full 
operation, but will shut down for the 
winter about the first of December. One 
farmer, who lives near Weldoo, sold to 
this factory this season over $200 worth 
of pumpkins, which he grew on about 
a halt acre of ground. They pay 50 cents 
per 100 pounds for the picturesque pump- 
kins. We were told that the farmers, en- 
couraged by the profits derived from the 
sales ot their garden products the past 
season to the canning company, con'era- 
plate engaging extensively in the truck 
business next year," A large factory of 
this kind in Decatur would greatly en- 
hance the value of land in this immediate 
neighborhood, for the farmers would soon 
learn that they could realize more cash 
from an acre of land by raising garden 
truck than they could out of 60 or 80 or 
100 bushels of first grade wheat. Let us 
have the canning factory. It will not 
give employment to 1000 operatives, but 
it will help to work up a boom in the 
price of farming lands.

THE news of late from China gives 


special interest to an elaborate state- 
ment recently made by Mr. Andrew 
Cleveland as to the Chinese navy. 
This oldest of nations has perhaps 
the youngest of navies. 
It was 


founded by Li Hung Chang, who 
was also at the head of a credit mo- 
bilier scheme for making money out 
of the money expended. Mr. Cleve- 
land says that from his own personal 
observation he inclines to the opin- 
ion that the Chinese navy is now 
quite capable of maintaining the 
rights of the empire. AtKiong Nau, 
where the Imperial arsenal is loca- 
ted, the government has built a dock 
where the men of-war are built on 
the most approved occidental plans, 
for the Heathen Chinee is an adept 
in imitative mechanism. The orig 
inal navy consisted of fourteen first- 
class war vessels, bought of English 
builders. At last accounts China 
had sixty first-class men-of-war. At 
the present rate of progress the 
Flowery Kingdom will soon become 
a first-class maritime power.

votes from the North to win.' Con- 
ceding the three states they carried 
in the North in 1880, they would 
only secure 20 votes. But when it 
is remembered that the votes of Ne- 
vada and California were secured aa 
a direct result of the Morey forged 
letter, it gives us no good reason for 
counting any state North except New 
Jersey for the Democrats. 
Pennsyl- 


vania is no more a. doubtful Repub- 
lican state than Vermont. 
Neither 


is Maine or Connecticut doubtful. 
It was the opinion of the best in- 
formed Republicans that if the Dem 
ocratic majority in New York this 
year could be held down to" 25,000, 
that that state would be perfectly 
safe for the Kepublicans next year. 
The Democratic majority was not 
only reduced to an average of 12,- 
000 or 14,000, bat the head of the 
BepubKcan ticket was successful by 
a majority of near 20,000. 
This 


places New York among the fighting 
states with the chances decidedly in 
favor of the Kepublicans. Ohio 
will be as certain to vote Republi- 
can nes.t year as that the national 
issues are discussed. 
The same 


causes that operated to give her vote 
to Gariield will operate to give the 
Republican catiaidate next year an 
equally emphatic indorsement. The 
business interests of the state, and 
not whisky, will have a controlling 
voice in the contest next y^ear, and 
these intejests will not take any 
risks with the free trade vagaries of 
Ihe Democracy. Ohio is largely a 
manufacturing state, and as such 
will naturally vote in favor of a 
party whose policy has fostered her 
industries and against a party whose 
legislation, to be consistent with its 
professions, would necessarily tend 
to cripple them. It is difficult, in- 
deed, to figure out a larger vote for 
the Democracy next year than in 
1884. 
They are really not entitled 


to the solid South, but that will be 
conceded them in deference 'to the 
shot-gun and revolver, and not as a 
voluntary choice on the part of the 
voters of the South. The most rea- 
sonable estimate, therefore, of the 
vote next year puts the Republican 
strength as the solid North minus 
New Jersey, or 239 electoral votes, 
and the Democratic strength as the 
solid South plus New Jersey, or 162 
electoral votes. 
The 
Democrats 


might by hard lying and forgery add 
one or two small northern states to 
their column, as they did in 1880, 
but it is not likely that such trickery 
will ever serve them so well again.
